When he was asked not long ago to 


tell about his first fight he said it was 
with a rival for the hand of Miss War- 
field. When the wedding day of the 
young woman and the general was 
approaching the rival, Dr. Declarey, 
wrote to her family a letter abusing 
the successful suitor.. The general 
sought him out, with a second, and 
gave him a cowhidiug. Then he sent 
a challenge, but Declarey, after failing 
to respond, committed suicide. 


He next recalled the case of Tom 


Marshall. The Clays and the Marshalls 
had been at feud for a long time. Tom, 
acpording to General Clay, would not 
fig'ht when challenged to do so while 
they were both fighting against the 
Mexicans. Instead of agreeing to a 
duel, Tom jumped into the river and 
tried to drown himself. 


It was during his campaign for con- 


gress against Wickliffe that General 
Clay had his bloodiest encounter, in 
which his only weapon was a bowie 
knife. 
He once told the story to a 


newspaper man in these words: 


"During the campaign Wickliffe in- 


troduced my wife's name into one of 
his speeches. 
I challenged him and 


we fired at ten paces. 
Both of us 


missed, and I raised my pistol up into 
the ah- and demanded a second fire. 
The seconds would not permit this and 
we left the grounds without a recon- 
ciliation or an apology on either side. 


"Well, Wickliffe here had the worst of 


the fight, and during the canvass for 
congress I was making a very good 
opposition to him, much to the disgust 
of the proslavery party. 
He had a 


handbill which he read during his 
speech. We had our speeches together, 
and when he brought out this bill I 
always arose and asked if I might 
Interrupt him. He would politely con-

EMERSON'6 PROSE STYLE. 


Ileld to Bo Larkin* In the 


of Writer* Called Manter*. 


What shall be said of Emerson's 


prose? 
Was Matthew Arnold right 


when, as uu experienced critic calmly 
Judging tbc favorite author of his 
youth, he deuiiMl that the "Essays," 
the lectures and ••English Traits" form- 
ed a body of prose of sufficient merit 
to entitle Emerson to be ranked as a 
great man of letters? It seems as If 
the time had cotne for Emerson's coun- 
trymen frankly to accept this verdict. 
Because of deficiencies, both of style 
and of romance, Emerson dops not 
belong to the small class of the great 
luusl.vra of 
MJ u-, 


the fact tbat "Xattfre" and inuny of 
the essays contain p;if;os of eloquent 
prose almost equal ui power and bouu- 
ty to noble poetry, was nearly always 
that of tbe lecturer or preacher ratlier 
than that »f the wntor. He too fre- 
quently lost the note of distinction and 
was content if he satisfied his far from 
exigent audiences. 
In diction, to be 


sure, he was a conscious and consum- 
mate master, and it need scarcely be 
said tbat few writers have surpassed 
him in the ability to compose a preg- 
nant sentence. But, as is generally ad- 
mitted and as is shown t>y his prac- 
tice of piecing his notes together, he 
was rarely able to evolve n paragraph, 
much more a whole essay, in a mas- 
terly or even in a workmanlike fashion. 
It may be granted that critics have 
overemphasized his lack of coherence, 
that there is more logical unity in his 
essays than appears on first reading, 
that "English Traits" and the later 
volumes are far 
from being mere 


strings of "orphic sayings," but the 
fact seems to remain that the prose 
style of Em<T«on from, first to last 
lacks tbe firmness, the compass, the 
precision, the- flexibility, the individ- 
uality we demand of the prose -writers 
whom we denominate masters. — Pro- 
fessor Trent in Bookman.

GUlray'H Striking Cartoon, V.'Iiicli 


•Was Published In 1SO8. 


The dangers which threatened Napo- 


leon in the opening years of the nine- 
teenth century were shown by Gillray 
In one of the most striking of all his 
cartoons, the "Valley of the Shadow of 
Death," which was issued Sept 24, 
1808. The valley is the valley of Bun- 
yan's allegory. The emperor is pro- 
teeding timorously down a treacherous 
path bounded on either side by the wa- 
ters of Styx and hemmed in by a circle 
of flame. From every side horrors are 
springing up to assail him. The British 
lion, raging and furious, is springing at 
his throat. The Portuguese wolf has 
broken his chain. King Death, mount- 
ed on a mule of "true royal Spanish 
breed," has cleared at a bound the body 
of the ex-King Joseph, which has been 
thrown into the "ditch of Styx." Death 
is poising hjs spear with fatal aim, 
wamlngly holding up at the same time 
his hourglass with the sand exhausted; 
flames follow his course. From the 
smoke rise the figures of Junot and 
Dupont, the beaten generals. The pa- 
pal tiara is descending as a "Roman 
meteor'' charged with lightnings to 
blast the Corsican. The "Turkish new 
moon" is seen rising In blood. The 
"spirit of Charles XII." rises from the 
flames to avenge the wrongs of Swe- 
den. The "imperial German eagle" li 
emerging from a cloud; the Prussian 
bird appears as a scarecrow, making 
desperate efforts to fly and screaming 
revenge. From the "Lethean ditch" the 
"American rattlesnake" is thrusting 
forth a poisoned tongue. The "Dutch 
frogs" are spitting out their spite, and 
the Rhenish confederation is person! 
fled ns a herd of starved "rats" ready 
to feast on the Corsican. The grea 
"Russian bear," the only ally Napoleon 
has secured, is shaking his chain and 
groaning, a formidable enemy In the

Distrust of the Muscovite Said to 


Have Acquired • Less Restrained 
Acerbity Under Present Ameer's 
Policy—Brilliant 
Move of Czar1! 


Agent* to Obtain Representation nt 
the Afghan Capital. 
According to a late arrival from In- 


dia with large trading connections in 
the northern provinces, it is interesting 
to notice how the Russians in spite of 
their preoccupations in north China are 
doing the utmost that HPS in their pow- 
er to permeate Afghanistan with their 
influence and subvert that hitherto ex- 
ercised by Great Britain in the country, 
says the Pall Mall Gazette. 


Their opportunity undoubtedly came 


when death removed the Ameer Abdur- 
rahman, who, jealous as he was ready 
to show himself of every fancied Brit- 
ish encroachment, was nevertheless an 
inveterate opponent of the aggressive 
power on his northern borders, -whose 
offers of amity he so well knew how to 
estimate at their true value. When he 
died the dread and hatred of the Rus- 
sian to a great extent lost that vitality 
in Afghan policy with which it had al- 
ways been inspired by Abdurrahman's 
intimate personal acquaintance with 
the methods and aims of his former 
jailers. 


Consequently those points of discus- 


sion with the Indian government which 
were always subordinated to the su- 


reme distrust entertained for the Mus- 
ovite have under his successor acquir- 
d a less restrained acerbity. Propor- 
ionately, too, the increasing friendly 
dvances by the Russians, to the Af- 
han government in particular and to 
lie people generally, have not of late 
ncountered anything like the same un- 
ompromising attitude as in former 
hues. 
Everywhere in the bazaars of India, 
hose mysterious receptacles of news, 
here is talk at the present moment of 
ncreasingly strained relations between 
he Indian government and the ameer. 
And there is now little doubt in official 
•ircles that the recent seizure and de- 
ention of Colonel Yate was due to di- 
rect inspiration from Kabul or that the 
acident forms a very unpleasant indi- 
cation of the disposition of the present 
ameer toward the Indian government. 


While this feeling of hostility has 


been developing fortune has proved sig- 
nally favorable to Russian attempts 
at closer intimacy. The recent increase 
of famine in the northern districts of 
Afghanistan afforded an excellent op- 
portunity, which the Russians have not 
allowed to pass, of posing In the guise 
of generous benefactors of the people 
;n their hour of need. 


They have thrown open their stores of 


grain to the starving people and pro- 
vided them with the necessities of life 
free -of all charge. That such highly 
politic action will go unrewarded by a 
corresponding inclination of 
Afghan 


sentiment is highly improbable. 
The 


gratitude of hungry men is not largely 
swayed by considerations of high policy 
which they do not altogether under- 
stand. And Russia may congratulate 
herself on in achievement which is 
likely to bear excellent fruit. 


But this is not all slie has been doing 


5n this direction. For some time she 
has persistently endeavored to obtain 
representation at the Afghan capital. 
Hitherto she has failed, but that by no 
means implies an abandonment of the 
attempt. 
Russia abandons nothing. 


The desire to establish a Russian em- 
bassy in Kabul, apart from the suspi- 
cion with wbich it was always regard- 
ed by the late ameer and in a second- 
hand" fashion by his son, is a project 
which England could never permit. 
But that by hook or by crook her agents 
should go to Kabul, whether officially 
accredited or not, Russia was fully de- 
termined. 
Accordingly she has set 


about It in her own characteristic way. 


Carefully selecting her men some 


months ago, she sent them, to the num- 
ber of five, in the guise of ordinary 
travelers through the country to the 
capital. Here for a short time they 
were placed under a sort of arrest. It 
was not long1, however, before they ob- 
tained their freedom. Their next bril- 
liant move was to embrace Mohamme- 
danism and become subjects of the 
ameer, after which no further restric- 
tions were placed on their going and 
coming among the Afghan people. They 
have approved themselves most sedu- 
lous and devout followers of the proph- 
et, and, with the judicious backing of 
the Russian government to assist them, 
this surreptitious crusade has been 
prosecuted under the happiest auspices. 


There is mnch, therefore, affecting 


the present relations of India with Af- 
ghanistan which in nowise can be said 
to tend toward the continued mainte- 


Hew Theory of Evolution fcy 


tensor Moore of Columbia, Mo. 
Dr, W. T. Moore, dean emeritus of 


the Missouri Bible college at Colum- 
bia, Mo., recently completed the man- 
uscript of a book which will cause a 
sensation among theologians and scien- 
tists, says the St Louis Republic. 


Dr. Moore is a theistic evolutionist, 


though his new definition of evolution 
telll be quite satisfactory even to con- 
servatives. He traces man in his ori- 
gin, history and destiny, and in the 
concluding chapter of the book, enti- 
tled "Death and the Other Side," he 
attempts to show the meaning of the 
numerous Worlds which now roll in 
space without inhabitants. 


Dr. Moore's theory is, in brief, that 


man will go on progressing through the 
cycles of eternity and that when he as- 
sumes his spiritual body at the resur- 
rection he then will be prepared to in- 
habit some of the planets or stars 
which are now uninhabited. 


He concludes that the infinitude of 


Bpace and the almost infinitude of 
worlds become intelligible from his 
point of view. He believes that the 
spiritual man will be' the inhabitant of 
all these worlds and that, as emigra- 
tion from this earth is the future evo- 
lutionary 
process by which these 


worlds are to be inhabited, the inhab- 
itants of the whole universe will be of 
the same family and constitute a great 
spiritual brotherhood for all the ages 
of the future. 


Dr. Moore thinks that the numerous 


worlds now uninhabited are in a state 
of preparation for glorified man, as the 
present earth was a long time in prep- 
aration for original man. Dr. Moore is 
a theologian and journalist of reputa- 
tion both in America and Europe. He 
was for many years a resident of Lon- 
don and is still editor of a leading re- 
ligious magazine published there. His 
wife is president of Christian Female 
college at Columbia.

MONSTER FREIGHT DEPOT. 


of 
Cincinnati to Have the largest 


Its Kind In tbe World. 


Ground was broken recently in Cin- 


cinnati for what will be the largest 
building in the world devoted to the 
uses of a freight depot or warehouse, 
says the Cincinnati Times-Star. The 
new structure will be erected by the 
Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern rail- 
road on the north side of Second street, 
extending from the Chesapeake and 
Ohio bridge to Mill street, a distance 
of about three ordinary Blocks? the full 
length of the building'Being l,227;feet, 
with a width at the-.first floor of'.fifty- 
six feet and forty-eight feet above that 
story. The building will be as nearly 
fireproof as it is possible to make it, 
with speed elevators to carry the heav- 
iest kind of freight to any of the five 
floors. Brick and steel will be used in 
the construction. Besides this immense 
depot and warehouse the Baltimore and 
Ohio Southwestern is erecting on an 
adjoining lot a combined round and 
power house, 130 feet in length and 
three stories high. The first floor of 
this building will be occupied as a 
roundhouse, with six stalls, boiler and 
engine room, for furnishing beat, pow- 
• er and light to the big warehouse and 
passenger coaches and for the store- 
keeper's headquarters. On tbe second 
floor the superintendent of the dining 
car service will have his rooms, in- 
cluding refrigerators and storerooms. 
The Pullman company also will have 
a yard office on this floor, as will also 
the car repairers. The third floor will 
include twenty rest rooms, where belat- 
ed trainmen may find lodging. There 
will be reading rooms, shower and tub 
baths and other modern conveniences 
in connection with these rest rooms. 
The entire cost of the new buildings 
will be abouf $650,000. 
The ground 


upon which they are being erected 
cost nearly $200,000.

It 1m Sot the Idyllic Form That I'oet* 


S-iiilt About. 


"I know a village where there are no 


fewer fliaii thirty cottages with but 
cue bedroom apiece, and iu ca».h of 
these single bedrooms *ix; seven and 
more people are sic-oping." says A. 
Montefiore-Brwe. writing in the Lon- 
don Mail about life in the average Kng- 
lish village. "la one of them, father. 
mother and eight children huddled to- 
gether. In another, father, mother nnd 
six children—three of whom are grown 
up—are slue-ping. 
In these cottages 


there is one living room downstairs 
ami no sanitary arrangement of any 
kind. At the bj'ck of the cottages runs 
an open ditch. It is ulso an open sewer. 


"Here, in the very heart of the coun- 


try. I expect to find abundance of pure 
water, abundance of sweet air. Too 
often I find neither about the cothiges. 
Hundreds of village* have no water 
supply, though a comparatively small 
expenditure could provide it. I know 
a village—it is tyi>.''-al of hundreds— 
where the cottageis have to go half a 
mile to got water. A foul ilitch fur- 
nishes another village w h the whole 
of its water supply. Offensive refuse 
heaps lie piled round the crumbling 
walls of the cottar-- 
The woodt-n 


floors within are rotten with sewage. 


''Norfolk. Suffolk and Essex contain 


many such villages, and other counties 
—such as Bedford, Cambridgeshire. 
Wiltshire. Dorset, Somerset—easily vie 
with them. 
I could write of lonely 


cottages far across the fields, with no 
water within a mile, whence the chil- 
dren morning after morning walk two 
miles to school, and drag their tired 
limbs that distance back again at night 


nnd this whatever the weather; 


where the postal service comes but 
once a week; where the men and boys 
walk daily five or six miles to and from 
work; where of drainage there is none: 
where of the simplest sanitation there 
is none; where the medical officer of 
health comes not, and where the in- 
spector of nuisances is unknown."

FORTY MILES AWAY 


This Explosion 
Was Felt— Recorded 


by Harvard Instruments. 


Boston, July 30 — Persons coming to 


Boston from Lowell were eyewitnesses 
of the explosion. 
, 


Director A. W. 
Sulioway, of th<? 


Boston and Maine railroad, says that 
as the train approached the cartridge 
company's plant his eyes rested upon 
the cluster of hrick huildings which 
comprise the plant. For an instant the 
massive brick wal3g of the magazine 
bulged oatward and then crumbled 
away amid a great cloud of dust. The 
concussion lifted the wheels from the 
rails, and it seemed as if the cars would 
turn' over. 
The train righted itself, 


however, and sustained no injury. 


In Lowell proper, two miles distant, 


the shock, was tremendous. On many 
streets ithe earth appeared to tremble 
Slightly and huildings shooK. 
In all 


sections of Lowell, especially that part 
nearest the Concord river, glass was 
smashed from windows, and in several 
instances person® were cut. Quite a 
rumher of panes of large plate glass 
in Ithe business streets of the city were 
Demolished. 
The detonations were 


Iieard over a large portion of Eastern 
Massachusetts. 
Towns 25 miles away 


reported having 
distinctly 
noticed 


them and in Tewkesbnrg, Billerica and 
other places glass was broken ai.d, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from Lynn, slight 
damage to windows was done in that 
city, which is 20 miles away. 


The concussion was felt in Boston, 


40 males away, and at Exeter, N. H , 
which is a greater distance from Low- 
ell. At many points a score of miles 
distant window glass was shattered and 
other damage done.
